And ſithen that by his greate wyſe- 
dome and ſingular policie hathe nowe reduced the citees and townes of 
Tyzewynand Turnete,to due obeiſaunce : by reaſon whereof nowe (hall 
folows enſue great amitee,familiaritee,# entercours in bieng c ſelung of 
marchaundiſes wares # otherwiſe betwene the citezens d inhabitants of

| oꝛ inhabitaunt within the ſame 1 pꝛetincte, to an

towne, baflitopke , oꝛ pꝛecincte to any ofthe kynges ſubiectes inhabyted 
within the realme of England, oꝛ by any of the kinges ſuviectes inhabited 
in the realme of Englande, to another of the ſame ſubiectes , ſhewed and 
erhibited to the Chauncellour of Englande (foz the time beinge) the ſame 
Chauncellour haue full auctozitee and power , vpon the ſight of the ſame, 
to iend a ſergeaunt of armes, oꝛ an other officer,to the perſone ſo bounden, 
to require and commaund the perſon ſo bounden to perfourme the conten⸗ 
tes of euety ſuche w2ytinge obligatoꝛie and knowlage. And if the ſame 
perſones ſo bounden,dente ſo to doe, and obtect oz allege any cauſe why he 
ſhuld not ſo do, than the ſame ſergeaunt oz officer immediatly ſhal bzynge 
the ſame perſone(ſo bounden)befoze the Chauncellour of England, to aun⸗ 
ſwere to the pzemilles .

| „ Baien the comons and inhabitantes (clothmakers c biers 
oc the ſame) within the countie of Deuonſhire, that where di⸗ 
uuuers and many clothes, called white ſtraites be and haue bẽ 
continually made within the ſaid countie, to the great p2ofit 
BD oe the kinges ſubiectes there, the which clothes, were wonte 
to be well and ſufficrently made, and beare theyꝛ bꝛeade yarde bꝛode * half 
quarter raw, and.xv. perde of length. and that no man in times paſt hath 
vſed to make thẽ . but that the maker therofhath ſet his ſpecial marke vpõ 
euery of the ſaid clothes, ſo by him oz them made, wherby euery man map 
know their owe clothes from other mens by reaſon of their ſaid ſeuer all

raigne loꝛde, by the aſſent ofthe loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempozal,# the com 
mons in this pꝛeſent parliament aſſembled,# by the auctozitte of the ſame 
that from the feaſt of Pentecoſt next coming no perſon make ſuche clothes 
(called white ſtraites)to ſell, without that it be whan it is rawe redie to 
be toked,of the bzeade of a yarde a half a quarter, and oflength.rv.yardes, 
And that noperſon make ſuche clothes, but if he ſet his ſpecial marke vpon 
eueriche ofthe ſatde clothes ſo by him oz them made. And that no perſon 
vſe no martze on his clothes ſuch as any other perſon doth and hath vſed 
befoꝛe him, vpon peine of fozfaiture ofeuery ofthe ſaid clothes, the one half 
to the kyng,and the other halfe to him that ſo ſeaſeth the ſaide clothes ſo 
made oꝛ marked contrarie to the fozine and effect afoze expꝛeſſed. And this

nes, wherin they ſhould vſe oz beare any maner of armour 02 weapon, and 
with like pꝛiuilege haue ben entreated as Harowdes of armes, as well in 
battailes and feldes as other places, there foz to ſtand vnharniſed and vn⸗ 
weapenned accoꝛding to the lawe of armes, bicauſe they be perſons that 
neuer vſed feates of warre, noꝛ ought to vle, but only the beſines and exer⸗ 
ciſe of their ſcience, to the helpe and comfozte of the kynges liege people in 
the time ot their neede. And in the foꝛeſaide citie of London, from the time 
ot their firſt incoꝛpoꝛacion, whan they haue bene many mo in nombꝛe than 
they be now, were neuer called noꝛ charged, to be on queſt, watch, nor other 
office, wherby they ſhould vſe oꝛ occupie any armour oꝛ deſencible geare of 
warre, where through they ſhuld be vnredy c letted to pꝛactiſe their cure 
of men beyng in parel.Therfoze foꝛ that they be ſo ſmall nombꝛe of the ſaid 
felowihip of the craft x miſterie of ſurgions, in regarde ofthe great multi- 
tude of pacientes that be and daily chaunce and infoꝛtune hapneth a encre- 
ſeth in the fozeſatd citie of London, and that many of the kynges liege peo- 
ple ſodenly wounded and hurte fo2 defaute ofhelpe in time to them to be ſhes 
wed perilhe , and ſo diuers haue done, as euidently is knowen, by occaſion 
that your ſayde ſuppliantes haue bene * to attende _ _ 
iu onſta⸗ 
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Conftableſhip,watches,and Juries, as is afozeſayde , Be it enacted and 
eſtabliſhed by the kyng our ſoueraigne lozde,and the loꝛdes ſpiritual and 
tempo2al,and by the comons in this pꝛeſent parliament aflembled, and by 
auctoꝛitie ofthe ſame, that fro henſefozth pour ſaid ſuppliantes be diſchar- 
ged andnot chargeable ofconſtabliſſhip, watche , andall maner of office, 
bearyng any armour,and alſo ofall enqueſtes and Juries within thecitie 
ol London. And alſo that this acte in all thing do extende to all barbours 
ſurgions admitted and appꝛoued fo exerciſe the ſayd miſterie of * 
acco2ding to the fourme ofthe ſtatute lately made in that behalfe , ſo that 
they excede ne be at one time aboue the nombꝛe of.xit.perſons,

NM their moſt humble wiſe ſhewen and complaine vnto your 
bhighnes pour pooꝛe and dayly oꝛatours the felowſhip a bꝛo⸗ 
therhead of the blefſed Trinitie at the blacke Friers in your 
citie of London, of the craft of Coꝛdewainers, ſtraũgers, that 
here at your laſt parliament, holden at weſtminſter, in the 
thirde pere of your moſt noble reigne, amonges other thinges it was ac⸗ 
coꝛded and enacted, by an acte made and graunted vnto the wardens and 
felowfhip of the coꝛriours, to haue ſerche or leather ſoꝛ certayne cauſes in 
the ſaid acte largely named and expꝛeſſed, that no ſtraunger alien not boꝛne 
within your realme of Englande, Jrelande, wales, Calice, oz the marches 
of the ſame, dweliyng within any fraunchiſed place oz places within the 
pꝛecincte of the ſaide citie of London and ſuburbes,as in the frauncheſe of 
ſainct Katherinese,ſaut Martins, in the towne of weſtminſter,and in the 
bozough of Southwerke , ſhould bie, oꝛ cauſe to be bought to his oz theit 
vſe, any leather oz wares in any ſecrete place, but only in the open market 
where it ſhould be ſene, aſlaied, ſealed, abled good and ſufficientiy tanned 
and coꝛried. And alſo that the war dens of the coꝛriours, their ſucceſſours 
and allignes.ſhould haue ſerche in the trafte a bꝛotherhead of the Trenitte 
afoꝛeſaid, as wel infraunchiſed places, as in any other places. foꝛ al maner 
of ſuch leather oꝛ ware inſuffictently tanned, ſealed, and coꝛried, as often ag N 
they would thinke conuenient, and the ſame leather ſo founde inſulkiciente, 
to be foꝛfaited, with other peines in the contente of the ſaide acte limitted 
and exp2eſſed. Sithe the makyng of whiche ſtatute, many and the moſte 
partie of all your ſayd pooꝛe oꝛatours be fallen in great decay and pouer tie 
by the meanes of which ſtatute the ſaid craft of coꝛriours wꝛõgfully daily 
compell pour ſaide pooze oꝛatouts ſtraungers, boꝛne vnder the dominion 
of themperour, and the pꝛince or; Caſtell, to bie their leather and wares of 
them, and of no perſon els, after their owne pꝛice, without any righte oz 
conſcience : In as muche that by foꝛce of the aboue named act pour pooꝛe 
oꝛatours ſtrãgers may bie no redde leather as thet were wont to do ar 
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the makyng ofthe ſaid ſtatute, but it muſt be cozried, And ſd if the ſald lta⸗ 
ther be vnlaufully dꝛeſt o2 coꝛried, all the faut retourneth in your ſaidpoze 
oꝛatoursʒ where as afoze tyme they bought bothe red leather and other, 
and ſawe that it ſhuld be ſuifictently cozried and dꝛeſt, oꝛ els to be fozfaited 
wherof your ſaide ozatours maye not pleaſe and ſerue your loꝛdes, ſtates, 
and comminaltee ofthis your realme , as they were wonte to do in times 
paſt afoze the making ofthe ſaid act:foz(as it is openly knowen ) the ſayde 
wardeins and craft of coꝛriours daily ſell the beſt leather in grolle to mar- 
chauntes ſtraungers, Italians and other pet ſones, ſo that your poꝛe oꝛa⸗ 
tours be compelled to take and bie ort them vnlawful leather in retayle,oz 
els m groſſe, with ouer chargeable pꝛite foz lacke ofa dewe oꝛder and pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion. Jn conſideracion whereof, and foꝛ the moſte comfozte and rcliefe of 
| the ſaid bzotherhead and felowſhip of the bleſſed Trenitee , if wolde pleaſe 
| your ſaid highnes, and the loꝛdes ſpirituall # tempozal,aid the commons 
| in this your pꝛeſent parliament aſſembled that it may therfoze be ozdeined 
enacted and eſtabliſhed , by auctozitee ofthe ſame, that from henſefozthe it 
be lawful to all maner ofpetſone oz perſones eſtraungers, beyng in the fe⸗ 
lochip of the bleſſed Tremtee aloꝛe named, and to all maner othcr perſong, 
bozne vnder the dominion of the Emperour and the pꝛince or Caſtell, to bie 
| all mancr of read leather, oꝛ other leather, coꝛied oz not coꝛied in open mar- 
f ket and feires within your realme of Englad,ſufficiently w2ought aſſaied 
aud ſraled, with ail lawful ſerche, in all places ſraunchiſed oz vnfraunchi- 
ſed, as they haue done and occupied iu times paſt afoze the makynge ofthe 
aboue ſaid acte, in the thirde pere of your reigne, without any let, interrup⸗ 
cion, and trouble by any perſon oz perſons , accozdinge to the olde vſaunce, 
and cuſtome, the ſaid acte ofcozriours ſtatute and oꝛ dinaunce, oꝛ any other 
acte 02 actes, grauntes, ſtatutes oꝛ oꝛdinaunces to the contrary made oꝛ to 
be made notwithſtanding. 
C Pꝛouided alway that this pꝛefent acte dooe not extend to any other per⸗ 
ſone, but ſuche as bee ofthe bꝛotherhead , and to al other perſons boꝛne vn⸗ 
der the Emperour and the kyng of Caſtels dominion. 
C Pꝛouidid alſo, that this acte ſhall not extende to geue any per ſone(boꝛne 
out of the kynges obeyſaunce)libertee to bie any leather vntanned, noꝛ vn⸗ 
| ſufficiently tanned, 
C Pꝛouided furthermoze .that no pcrſone (bozne oute ofthe kinges obey- 
ſaunce)by colour of this acte ſhall haue auctoꝛitee to bie any leather in any 
ſccret place, but only in open markets and fayzes. | 
C Pꝛouided alſo that no perſone by coloure of this acte haue auctoꝛitee to 
bie 02 ſelt any leather within the citee of London, but if ether the bier oz the 
ſeller be a fre man of the ſaid citee,acco2dinge to the aunctent cuſtomes and 
libertces of the ſaid cite, accoꝛding to diuers eſtatutes in that caſe made 
and purutied, except only in ſaint Berttlmewes faire. 
C Pꝛouided alſo,that this acte ſhall not extende to take awaye oꝛ myniſhe 
any power 02 aucto2itee,geuen by the ſaid foꝛmer eſtatute vnto the ede 
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of the feloſhip of coꝛriours, and to theyꝛ ſucceſſours,fo2 dewe ſerch by them 
and theyꝛ deputies to be made in any place,oz vpon any perſcn foz leather 
vnſulticientiy dꝛeſte, wꝛought, tanned, oꝛ vnſealed, noꝛ in the execucton of 
ſuche penalties as be conteined in the ſaide fozmer acte and ſtatute foz the 
pumſhmentes ot ſuch defautes as ſhalbe by the ſaid ſerch founden, 

Pꝛouided alſo, that no perſon bozne out of the kynges obeilſaunce , haue 
none auctozitee,by reaſon ofthis acte,to begin any new markettes within 
ſaitte Martins the graunde of London, oꝛ in any other fraunchiſed place, 
but onrly ſhall bie in ſuch mat bettes as haue bene ofold time accuſtomed.

eng onely ſuch fers, as wel of ſealing, as other duties in the kinges Chan⸗ 
cerie, and al other the kinges courtes, as ſhalbe oꝛdꝛed aſſigned lymitted 
and appoynted by our ſaide ſoucraine loꝛde:oꝛ by ſuche of his moſte hono⸗ 
rable councel as his highnes ſhal there vnto name, and no moꝛe neither o⸗
